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Discrimination Charges Upheld 
Against Brooklyn Gas Company

ai NEW YORK—An investigation of the employment practices of 


the Brooklyn Borough Gas Company, made by the New York State 
Commission Against Discrimination at the request of Miss Mary E. 
Dillon, president, showed discrimination against Jews and Negroes, 
according to the Commission’s report. 

The commission found that of 352 employés, eleven were Jews 
and nine were Negroes. Two of the Jewish employees are the as- 
sistant treasurer of the company and the chief accountant. Em- 
ployees were obtained largely through recommendation of those 
already in the company employ, which was “almost a perfect gua- 
rantee” that the great majority of the employees would continue 


“white Christian”. 


“There was no evidence to indicate that at the outset this me- 
thod was a deliberate and conscious effort on the part of the man- 
agement designed to limit employment of non-white Christians, but 
unquestionably the result was the development of resistance to the 
employment of persons of Jewish faith. 

The company has accepted four recommendations of the com- 


mission for recruiting personnel, 


and Miss Dillon acted volutairly 


on some of these before completion of the investigation to make 

the personnel reflect a large proportion of Jews and Negroes. 
Miss Dillon, who was charged with unfair employment practices 

by the American Jewish Congres, complained against the commis- 


sion statement that “a Jewish person. .

HAIFA-—A British boarding 


party killed one Jew and wound- 
ed ten others this week during a 
sea battle between the Palmach, 
a 200-ton wooden immigrant ves- 
sel carrying more than 600 visa- 
less Jews and the 950-ton British 
destroyer Rowena. Several of 
the boarders were also injured. 

Eight seriously ill refugees 
were taken to a Haifa hospital. 
Several hundred of the arrivals, 
who are said to include many 
elderly people, are reported to be 
suffering from exhaustion result- 
ing from lack of drinking water 
during the latter part of their 
voyage and the general hard- 
ships of the trip. 

The 11 casualties among the 
refugees are believed to have 
been caused by a shell fired by 
the Rowena. The official com- 
munique stated that a quantity 
of dynamite and eighteen home- 
made detonators were found 
hidden in a case of soap aboard 
ship. 

The Palmach was intercepted 
three miles off the Lebanese 
coast. According to an official 
communique, the Rowena hailed 
her and warned the passengers 
in English, French and Italian 
that force would be used if re. 
sistance was shown the boarding 
party. They replied by flinging 
an assortment of missles at the 
destroyer, the communique said. 
Fire hoses were then played upon 
the vessel and tear gas grenades 
were thrown into the refugees 
massed on its decks. After a 
pitched battle the naval party 
gained control of the ship.

VAST HEBREW LITERATURE IN SHANGHAI On Palestine Policies

MONTREAL, Que.—The 56 rabbis and Yeshiva students, 


most of them of the Mirer Yeshiva, who arrived here after 
wandering for seven years, effected one of the most extraordi- 
nary accomplishments in the history of Jéwish literature and 
publishing, while they were under Japanese internment in 
Shanghai for five years. 

Their devotion to learning was evidenced by their establish- 
ment of a Hebrew press in Shanghai when they were unable to 
obtain textbooks. In spite of the grave conditions existing in 
Shanghai which approached the state of hunger, the students 
banded together to pay a Chinese photo-lithographer to reprint 
page by page and volume by volume the entire Talmud, Mai- 
monides and other works of Jewish scholarship and morality 
totalling some 100 volumes. This represented the first Hebrew 
printing in the Far East. 

Arrangements have been made in Montreal for their hous- 
ing and for serving Kosher food to the group and plans are 
under way to enable-the group to continue their studies here 
as a unit of the Mirer Yeshiva.

Raises $475,000

BUENOS AIRES — A national 


conference of the United Cehtral 
Relief Committee for European 
Jews this week adopted a de- 
cision to continue its affiliation 
with the World Jewish Congress. 
Most of the Zionist groups as 
well as groups which cooperate 
with the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee were absent from the-con- 
ference, which was attended by 
244 delegates. 


A total of 1,907,000 pesos, ap- 
proximately $475,000, has been 
collected in the first’ eight 
months of 1946 for relief abroad 
by the organization, which is 
known as Comite Central Unido, 
it was reported by. Hirsch $:Tri- 
waks, secretary of the commit- 
tee, at a press conference. He 
said that 1,373,000 pesos were 
spent for relief supplies sent to 
needy Jews in Europe and that 
320,000 pesos were forwarded to 
the World Jewish Congress of- 
fices in New York. He added that 
his organization has _ twenty 
branches throughout Argentina. 


Beside the Comite Central 
Unido, there is the Junta de 
Ayuda, another Jewish relief or- 
ganization which transmits its 
funds through the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee only. The Junta 
maintains branches in Buenos 
Aires, Rosario and other cities, 
and is now planning intensive 
fund raising in Tucumaan, Santa 
Fe and Corrientes.

Not Scripture For Jewish Faith 

The opinion by Robert S. 
Eastin of the firm of Caldwell, 
powning, Noble & Garrity, 
pointed out that the Gideon so- 
ciety was not sectarian but was 
essentially a Protestant Christ- 
jan organization. 

“Certainly if it is improper to 
permit a display of the Ten Com- 
mandments in the schools, it is 
likewise improper to permit dis- 
tribution of the New Testa- 
ment,” the opinion stated. 

“The New Testament, while 
regarded as Scripture “by all 
Christian faiths, is not regarded 
as Scripture by members of the 
Jewish faith. We also understand 
that the King James version or 
translation is not approved by 
the Catholic church.” 

The society had requested that 
an assembly be called in each 
school and society members be 
permitted to make short talks 
and exact from each pupil a 
pledge to read the New Testa- 
ment daily. That part of the re- 
quest was subsequently with- 
drawn, but Eastin included an 
opinion upon the legality of such 
a proposal in his brief. He 
stated: 

Release Time Not Legal Either 

“Suffice it to say that by per- 
mitting this action the school 
board is promoting the teaching 
of the Christian faith during 
school hours and as a part of a 
school assembly on school pre- 
mises, with use of school facili- 
ties, regardless of whether or not 
attendance is compulsory. Such 
conduct is violative of both the 
letter and the spirit of the Mis- 
souri constitutional provisions, 
both those establishing freedom 
of religion and conscience and 
those which prohibit the use of 
public money in aid of religious 
instruction.” 

Miss Annette Moore, who pre- 
sided in the absence of Butler 
Disman, president, and Hunt C. 
Moore, vice-president, raised the 
question if the public school 
practice of excusing students to 
attend church-conducted instruc- 
tion periods in school was legal. 

“Public money is being ex- 
pended in teacher salaries and 
School operation during the 
periods the students are absent 
from class and attending church 
schools,” Miss Moore pointed 
out. 

The board took no action on 
that problem.

Charge ‘The Protestant’ 
Harming Jewish Group

YORK—Charges of ir- 
responsibility and misrepresenta- 
tion were leveled against - the 
Protestant Digest, Inc., publish- 
ers of the magazine, “The Pro- 
testant,” in a resolution of the 
National Community Relations 
Advisory Council, the central co- 
ordinating and policy formu- 
lating body of major national 
and local Jewish community re- 
lations organizations, made pub- 
lic today by Henry Epstein, 
Chairman of the Council. 

The resolution declares that 
the magazines, while soliciting 
funds “ostensibly for the purpose 
of combatting anti-Semitism,” 
has, in fact, “contributed to in- 
tergroup dissension, and is in- 
imical to the interests of the 
Jewish community in America.” 
The Council’s constituent agen- 
cies are urged by the resolution 
to “discourage support of” The 
Protestant Digest, Inc., of its 
magazine, “The Protestant,” and 
other enterprises.

The National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory 
Council therefore urges its 
constituent agencies to _ dis- 
courage support of the Pro- 
testant Digest, Inc., of its mag- 
azine, “The Protestant,” and of 
its other enterprises.”

N THE Perplexity of the 

Times” is a moving volume 
containing chiefly addresses de- 
livered at the opening or gradu- 
ation exercises of the Hebhew 

University in Jerusalem, all deep- 
‘ly religious and ethically moti- 
vated. 

In “War and the Remnant of 
Israel” delivered at the opening 
of the academic year on Octo- 
ber 29, 1939, Dr. Magnes explains 
why he, a life 
long pacifist. 
supports the 
war against Hit- 
ler. That it 
would right no 
wrongs, would 
not inaugurate a 
happy era of 
peaee and truth 
and ss righteous- 
ness, he _  con- 
cedes quite frankly. Such a re- 
sult appeared beaten most unlike- 
ly, a mere chance. Yet he sup- 
ported the conflict, and urged 
others to do so, because “the 
taking up of arms, though never 
righteous, is inevitable at this 
juncture.” Hitler, the embodi- 
ment of Satan, had to be over- 
thrown if humanit and even a 
vestige of any spiritual, religious 
or ethical values were to survive. 

In these dark days of disillu- 
sion when British imperialism is 
laying the groundwork for an- 
other war, when we Jews are 
being double-crossed as we have 
never been in history, and by so- 
called friends, this conviction re- 
mains valid and timely. Even in 
our dismay and helplessness, we 
dare not forget that had Hitler 
triumphed, humanity would have 
been utterly doomed. 

“Moral Issues in Democracy” 
excoriates the private profit mo- 
tive in our capitalistic economy, 
the pauperization and _ enslave- 
ment of the masses, war profit- 
eering, and other evils of our 
social system. “Can such dread- 
ful inequality be called democ- 
racy?” asks Dr. Magnes. Even 
in Palestine, profiteering raised 
its ugly head, and yet the relig- 
ious leaders and institutions re- 
mained silent. 

Sarcastically does he ask, “Do 
the Synagogues burn with indig- 
nation and drive the profiteers 
out? On the contravy, these 
are relied upon to be among the 
Synagogues’ main props. Do the 
professors write books and the 
teachers raise up disciples in sup-

most complete silence in the pul- 
pit and in the chair.

Solemnly 
does Dr. Magnes warn -that de- 
mocracy cannot tolerate” the per- 
petuation of that kind of im- 
perialism which has coun- 
tenanced the degraded poverty of 
hundreds of millions of human 
beings in different parts of the 
empire, while at the same time 
the coffers of the conquerors 
were filled.” Would that Bevin 
and Atlee would learn this great 
truth!

The author searched for a 
meaning, if there be any, of the 

wholesale slaughter of six mil- 
lion Jews in the gas chambers 
and crematories of Europe. “Is 
it possible that this can happen 
under God’s heaven?” Dr. Mag- 
nes struggles manfully with his 
problem of human suffering. He 
finds solace in faith and closes 
with the prayer that God should 
“Teach us only this—Does man 
suffer for Thy sake, O Lord?” 

The graduates of April, 1939, 
heard a message entitled “Serv- 
ants,” in which they were bidden 
to go forth into the world, not in 
quest of fame, power or wealth, 
not in search of a career as the 
world understands it, but as 
servants of Israel and humanity. 
What sublime yet eternally nec- 
essary admonition that “What is 
called success among men is oft- 
en a lie and dececit, and what is 
called failure is often the result 
of generosity and self-sacrifice. 
Success among both individuals 
and nations is all too often 
achieved through betrayal. Fail- 
ure all too often comes because 
a man will not lie or kill or be 
tray his friends, or steal the 
widow’s mite.” Would that all 
graduates of our American in- 
stitutions of learning were simi- 
larly instructed by their mentors. 

AS THE LEADER of the so- 
called Ihud movement, Dr. Mag- 
nes is in perpetual and bitter 
conflict with practically the en- 
tire Palestine Jewish communi- 
ty. In an address entitled “Re- 
bellion,” he openly approves the 
so-called “illegal” immigration 
into Palestine, but opposes the 
use of arms, except in self-de- 
fense. He relies exclusively on 
“moral claims and public opin- 
ion” to win for the Jew his Pal- 
estine rights, and he fervently 
reiterates Zechariah’s “Not by 
might, ete.” 

The sharp contradiction of this 
belief with the author’s attitude 
on the war with Hitler is not 
only obvious but striking. If 
force was not only permissible 
but necessary to destroy Hitler, 
why should it not be equally so 
in the battle against the British 
who are as determined to destroy 
Jewish Palestine as was Hitler to 
annihilate the Jews? The tac- 
tics of the British against the 
Yishuv — the searching, looting 
and pillaging of colonies, the mili- 
tary rule under the anti-Semitic 
General Barker, the quartering 
of troops in the land for no mil- 
itary reason, the blockade of 
Palestine waters by the British 
navy, and above and beyond all, 
the brutal removal of refugees 
from Eretz Israel to Cyprus— 
do not these crimes drive us to 
the unhappy conclusion that “the 
taking up of arms, though never 
righteous, is inevitable at this 
juncture,” precisely as it was 
against Hitler? 

That Dr. Magne sdoes not raise 
his voice in bitter denunciation 
of the present British govern- 
ment—a group of faithless men 
who only a year or two ago as 
leaders of the Labor Party were 
ardent supporters of a Jewish 
Palestine—is one of he ineffable 
Jewish tragedies of our day. In- 
stead of visiting his wrath upon 
Bevin and Attlee who are emu- 
lating Titus and Vespasian, in- 
stead of summoning the British 
to abandon their criminal and 
wicked imperialism, he patheti- 
cally and obstinately clings to 
an idealism which against Brit- 
ish treachery and power is about 
as effective as the gospel of non- 
resistance would have been 
against Hitler. His own lengthy 
letter to Gandhi, one of the best 


THE EFFORTS to “unite” 
Arabs and Jews serve directly 
British imperialistic interests in 
the Middle East, which must per- 
petuate the poverty and wretched- 
ness and ignorance of the Arab 
masses. The Arabs and Jews 
would promptly unite if the Brit- 
ish armies would depart from 
Palestine, if the sly and dishon- 
est and treacherous British Col- 
onial officials who deliberately 
stir up Arab against Jew would 
leave the Holy Land, which they 
desecrate daily and hourly. 

The whole “Ihud” business is 
fallacious because the basic prob- 
lem of Palestine is not the Arab 
either native or foreign, but the 
British who instead of giving 
Palestine to the Jews are wicked- 
ly determined, in violation of 
their pledged word and the Man- 
date, to incorporate the country 
in the British Empire, and, what 
is worse, to make it the keystone 
of imperial defense. That Dr. 
Magnes deliberately closes his 
eyes to this evil and criminal 
British diplomacy is intellectual 
blindness, of an unpardonable 
character. His Ihud is a mirage, 
because the exclusive obstacle to 
it is the British government, 
which jubilantly exploits the 
movement to encourage the faise- 
hood that Arab opposition alone 
precludes a Jewish State. This 
is a downright lie, since the 
British control lock, stock and 
barrel every Arab land, ruler 
and chieftain, who like marion- 
ettes dance to British music— 
which is poison to the Jews, to 
the Arab masses, and to human- 
ity at large.

467 His father, Rav Ashi,

Ashi ‘had restored the Academy 
at Sura and presided over its 
destinies for more than fifty 
years. Tabyomi was not elected 
head of the Sura Academy until 
455, twenty eight years after his 
father’s death, when he was 
chosen under the extraordinary 
circumstances narrated in Baba 
Bathra (12b). Tabyomi contin- 
ued his father’s work of revising 
the Talmud. His authority in the 
field of Halacha is evidenced by 
a rule, probably of Saboraic or- 
igin, in the “Seder ‘Tanaim 
V’Amoraim,” to the effect that 


everywhere, with two exceptions, 
decisions are rendered according 
to Tabyomi’s views (compare 
Tosef: Sanh. 29b). No haggadie 
sayings of his have been pre 
served. Tabyomi is one of the 
few of the ancient teachers in Is- 
rael, the exact date of whose 
death is known.

Not theirs to remember his 
removal from radio stations, re-instatements, and removals again. 
He has never been known, all these years, to criticize the Soviet 
line—on anything. And seldom did he admit our America to be 
right. Gailmor has the right to speak somewhere—many places, 
in fact. The question was: Should he be sponsored by a Jewish 
group, here today? The question was, does or does not B'nai 
Brith sponsor Gailmor?

Why can’t you 
just keep on being a 
good Christian?” 

She replies that the 
rational Jewish religion 
is more acceptable to her 
mind. She has studied 
all the religions. She 
just doesn’t understand why I, a Jewish wo- 
man, should try to argue her out of a step 
that is approved by her mind and conscience. 

Moreover, since I advise her to try to keep 
on being a good Christian, she asks: What 
nobler thing can a good Christian ‘do than 
voluntarily to share the lot of the Jews?” 

What can you do with a girl like that? I 
should add that Alma is a normal girl. If it 
means anything, I should say that she is a 
very good tennis player. That, somehow, 
suggests a person without psychiatric diffi- 
culties. 

Nor as some may like to surmise, is Alma 
a frustrated spinster. She is a most person- 
able young woman about 26 and but for her 
cepted long ago one of the many opportunities 
she has had to be married.

Their geneology contains saints, sages 
and martyrs: Moses who gave. the law and 
David who sang to God in the valley of 
the shadow by the still waters; Isaiah whose 
speeches keep on being trumpets for justice; 


Malachi who preached brotherhood. (Have we 
not all one Father?).

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GATHERED that the gentleman was complimenting Dorothy 
Adelson on her good Spanish.

American countries, so I knew he represented a syndicate. 

It was all at the Jade Room of the Waldorf-Astoria on Friday, 
at a luncheon in the honor of Senator Dr. Gustavo Gutierez of 
Cuba, former Minister of Justice in that country, former President 
of the Cuban Chamber of Deputies, and one of the most influential 
public men in Latin America. At our table, on my left was Jean 
Jaffe, on my right was Dorothy Adelson and next to her sat Boris 
Smolar. The rest of the table was occupied by Latin-Americans, in- 
cluding an attractive and intelligent lady from Chile who insisted 
on answering Dorothy’s Mexican-acquired Spanish with her London 
acquired English. The lady from Chile was blonde and could just 
as well have been a Swede as a Latin-American. But there was 
another Latin-American lady at the table who looked and dressed 
like the type of a Spanish beauty we have been accustomed to 
seeing in pictures. She kept quiet, but she seemed to take every- 
thing in with her wide-awake smiling black eyes. 

THE LADY from Chile and Dorothy soon discovered that they 
had many friends and acquaintances in common among the Latin- 
American diplomats in New York, and Dorothy could tell Mr. 
Ramirez of the UN exactly what corner of the window he occupied 
at Lake Success. Despite the conversation and the argument I got 
myself with Boris Smolar and despite the large amount of English 
at the table, I managed to pick up a good deal of Spanish at the 
table. And something else, too. 

The father-in-law of the lady from Chile is a pillar of the Con- 
servative party in his country. His son, the lady’s husband, is so 
radical that (quote) “my father-in-law thinks we are Communists. 
But we are not Communists. I find that being a good Communist 
is as hard as being a good Catholic.” 

“Are you a good Catholic?” I asked. 
| “IT am a Catholic,” said the lady from Chile. 

“That’s the difference,” I said, “you can have a choice of being 
a good Catholic or just a Catholic, but you can only be a good Com- 
munist.” 

“Or else you’re shot” 
Communist?” she asked. 
“No.” 


OURS was only one table. There were many others in the room, 
at which the conversation was not less brilliant. At the head table 
sat consuls-general from almost every country in Latin-America 
that I could think of. Mendel Fisher sat there too representing the 
J.N.F, And Dean Alfange was chairman.. Senator Gutierez, a man 
of extraordinary charm, intelligence and integrity became interested 
in Palestine some time ago. During a journey he undertook for 
his government to establish trade relations with the Middle East, 
he visited Palestine for about two weeks. I heard him at a press 
conference when he returned and I was amazed at his fine grasp 
and independent conclusions, That was last spring. Then he under- 
took a trip through the countries of Latin America to tell the leaders 
of public opinion there about Palestine and the Jews. This luncheon 
was tendered in his honor by the World Palestine Committee, an 
organization of Christian sympathizers with Zionism, formed last 
year in Washington. Dean Alfange, as the chairman of the Ameri- 
can Palestine Committee, was in the chair. Dean Lesourd, Secre- 
tary of the World Palestine Committee, greeted Gutierez, in the 
absence of Sir Ellsworth Flavelle of Toronto, who is world presi- 
dent of the Committee. 


On behalf of the Jewish Agency for Palestine Dr. Gutierez was 
greeted by Lionel Gelber, recently appointed political adviser. 
Lionel is a very important acquisition to the Agency, another proof 
of its growing maturity in the field of international diplomacy. 
He is a Rhodes scholar and a recognized authority on international 
law and especially on British and British-American politics. His few 
words of greeting at the luncheon were in the spirit and the manner 
of the diplomatic dignity which he is capable of contributing to 
the cause. 

Behind this luncheon and behind the whole project is the bril- 
liant and dynamic personality of Rachelle Yarden whom I have 
often found, both in her analysis and in her activities, far head of 
the stodgy and complacent Zionist leadership.

Knopp, president of the B’nai 
Brith lodge in Port Said, Egypt, 
is in this country with his fam- 
ily on a happy visit—to see his 
father, whom he last saw 40 
years ago in Odessa, Russia. A 
tiny advertisement in The Na- 
tional Jewish Monthly brought 
them together. 


Mr. Knopp’s father 4eft Odessa 
in 1906 to come to this country, 
where he settled in Mason City, 
Iowa. He had changed his name 
to Kaufman to escape service in 
the Czar’s army when he fled. 
He left his seven-year-old son 
with the boy’s grandfather, in 
Odessa, intending to bring him 
to America later. 


But the grandfather took the 
child to Egypt. Later he died 
there, and the boy lost all contact 
with his father. He grew up in 
Egypt, became prominent in 
Port Said, where he represents 
the Socony Vacuum Oil Co. He 
became president of the B’nai 


-B’rith lodge there, learned Eng- 


lish, and regularly read the B’nai 
B’rith magazine, The National 
Jewish Monthly. But he could 
not locate his father even though 
he placed advertisements in sev- 
eral New York Jewish publica- 
tions. :

director of the World Union for Hebrew (Brith Ivrith Olamith). I 
went to a dinner in his honor arranged by the Keren Hatarbuth 
(Hebrew Culture Fund) and then at the home of Dr. Moses Ein- 
horn. The Keren Hatarbuth is intended to help Hebrew literati in 
Palestine; Dr. Einhorn has been for nineteen years the leader of 
an organization of Jewish physicians who publish a. medical journal 
in Hebrew and English (“Harofe Haivri’”). 

I understand Dr. Rosenfeld is also going to be received by the 
Histadruth Ivrith of America and perhaps also by Bitzaron. There 
are so many small cliques of Hebraists in America who are not 
satisfied with one another, and I, for one, am not satisfied with most 
of them. When all tfe Hebraist groups in America should get to- 
gether, they would form a small enough group. As it is, every 
one of them is still smaller. Dr. Rosenfeld, who has a great deal of 
tact, will need all of it that he can muster, to keep on friendly terms 
with all the Hebraist groups in this country. On his travels in Iran, 
Iraq, Syria and Northern Africa, he had a simple job: carry the 
message of modern Hebrew revival to Jews who hungered for it. 

However, since I have already promised my readers some dis- 
cussions about the Hebrew language, I shall leave Dr. Rosenfeld’s 
travels in the East for that occasion. All I can say for the present 
is that he is a Galician Jew with an exaggerated admiration for the 
Litvacks. He thinks it is the Litvacks who hold aloft the banner 
of Hebrew culture. He says South Africa has such a fine Jewish 
community because they are nearly all immigrants from Lithuania 
and White Russia. Being a Litvack myself, I feel it my duty to

Blasts on the ram’s horn 
were the signal telling them 
which way to go and warning 
them of danger. 

All through Biblical ages, the 
sound of the Shofar heralded 
momentous times. When a new 
King came to the throne, the 
Shofar was blown. In battles, the 
Shofar blast gave directions and 
courage as the bugle does for 
the American fighting men. The 
watchman up in the towers of 
each settlement blew tunes which 
meant “All is Well” and other 
tunes which warned, “Danger!” 

This same Shofar in the Rosh 
Hashonah service still calls to 
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us. It still guides us and warns 
us. “Stop!” it says. “Look 
where you are going. Open your 
eyes to the important things of 
the spirit. Open your heart to 
your fellowman and to God.”

THE MUSAF or Additional 
Service on Rosh Hashonah is di- 
vided into three main parts and 
these three are separated by the 
sounding of the Shofar. 

The first section of the Musaf 
has verses about God who rules 
all creatures and it teaches us 
that we must work to bring 
about God’s Kingdom on earth 
so that truth and justice will al- 
ways guide our actions.

ULGARIAN folklore still recalls Czarina Theo- 

dora, “the beautiful Jewess,” and her half- 
Jewish daughter Mara, both of whom enriched the 
turbulent history of the declining Bulgarian King- 
dom of the fourteenth century. 

Born of a Byzantine Jewish couple, Sarah, as the 
future queen was first called, was known for her 
beauty and because of it was once appointed by the 
Jewish community of Trnovo, then the capital of 
Bulgaria, to present a petition to the Czar Ivan 
Alexander. True to the best legend fashion, the 
Czar was immediately enchanted by Sarah’s beauty 
and made her his third wife. She was then baptized 
and christened Theodora. 

A woman of unusual intelligence and energy, 
Theodora took active part in governmént to improve 
the lot of her people and succeded in securing the 
succession to the throne for her son Ivan Shishman 
III, the last ruler of the independent Bulgarian king- 
dom. 

In 1366 Ivan Shishman, unable to resist the Turk- 
ish invader any longer, agreed to become a vassal 
of Sultan Murad I and, to prove his allegiance, sent 
his half-Jewish sister Mara to the Sultan’s harem, 
a sacrifice still celebrated in Bulgarian folksong. 4

After removing scales and viscera from whole fish, remove 
head and cut into sections. Remove eyes and gill from head. With 
a small sharp knife carefully remove meat from bones and skin 
without breaking either. Put through fine knife or food chopper 
or chop in a wooden bowl till the pulp is very fine and compact. 
Add eggs, ‘salt, one grated cnion, minced parsley and the bread filler. 
Continue to chop until ingredients are combined, or mix thorough- 
ly with fork or spoon. Place head, diced carrot and celery and 
sliced onion in bottom of a targe pot, add cold water to cover. Re- 
turn the chopped fish combination to the skin and bone sections, 
dipping the hands in cold water before and after, then smoothing 
the skin and sides of filled sections before placing in the pot. Add 
cold water to cover and cook slowly for 2% to 3 hours, or until 
the liquid has been reduced by half and is heavy and flavorsome. 
Let the fish portions cool in the pot before removing carefully to 
a platter. Strain the liquid over fish or into a separate bowl, deco- 
rate with carrot pieces and chill. If you have an oval fish pot, re- 
move the meaty sections from the whole fish and return or fill the 
chopped fish between bones and skin, smoothing and shaping to 
retain shape. Cook in the same manner and cut into portions after 
chilling thorouhly. Or, form balls of the chopped fish combination 
and lay them on a bed of skin, bones, cut head and vegetables. Any 
one of these ways of making Gefilte Fish is Jewish Tradition, de- 
pending on family custom. 


Special Dressing for Chicken or Turkey 


Cook equal portions of pared, diced white and sweet potatoes 
in slightly salted water till tender. Drain and mash thoroughly, add 
1 egg and 1 medium onion that has been finely diced and browned 
in fat to each 2 cups of potato mixture, let cool before stuffing. 


Stewed Celery, Swiss Chard or Green Beans 


Clean vegetable and cut into inch pieces. Use the leaves of 
Celery or Chard as well as stalks. Green beans can be cut diagon- 
ally if desired. For each 2 cups of cut vegetable, add 1 onion and 
1 large peeled tomato. Brown 1 tbsp chicken fat or other shorten- 
ing with equal amount of flour in bottom of. sauce pan, add first 
diced onion then saute till lightly browned and then add the Vege- 
table and cut tomato. Cover tightly and cook over very low heat. 
No additional liquid will be necessary beside the water that clings 
to the washed vegetable plus the juice of tomato, if you keep lid 
on 15 to 20 minutes or until the vegetable can be pierced with a 
tooth pick or fork. Add salt to taste. Addition of lemon juice and 
brown sugar lends a special flavor, but is optional. Most people 
prefer vegetables cooked plain. 


Waldorf Salad - 
1 cup finely diced unpeeled apple 
1 cup finely cut celery hearts or tender stalks 
4 cup seeded raisins 
% cup coarsely chopped walnuts 
Salad dressing to combine 


Mix all ingredients lightly with two forks in a deep bowl and 
let stand in refrigerator 15 minutes. Serve in lettuce cups. Either 
Cooked Salad Dressing or French Dressing may be used in any 
desired amount. Or make a dresing of equal parts lemon juid 
and honey.

Who will succeed Dr. Morgen- 
stern as president of Hebrew 
Union College is already the sub- 
ject of much discussion among 
rabbis. The inside track is held 
by Dr. Nelson Glueck, the fa- 
mous archeologist, but I under- 
stand that there is a considerable 
backing for Dr. Jacob Marcus, 
who like Dr. Glueck is also on 
the H.U.C. faculty. I understand 
that Rabbi Solomon B. Freehof 
would be offered the post if he 
would accept. My own opinion is, 
just on a hunch, that none of the 
three mentioned above will get 
the honor. 

The B’nai B’rith has already 
launched six or seven veterans 
lodges in St. Louis, Philadelphia 
and other cities.

‘the men’s division. The figure on 


April 1 was 180,000. The quarter 
million goal will be reached, it is 
hoped, by next April, at which 
time the Supreme Grand Lodge 
will hold its triennial.

Just to give Nahum Goldmann 
the benefit of the doubt I am 
herewith reprinting part of a 
confidential letter which is self- 
explanatory. It may be as the 
letter says, but it seems to me 
a rather remarkable coincidence 
that Judge Proskauer after a 
chance meeting with Goldmann 
would go together with him to 
see government Officials to re- 
port that he was in favor -of a 
Jewish State. 

“IT lunched yesterday with 
two people who seem to be in 
the krfew of Zionist diplomacy. 
They told me that Mr. Gold- 
mann did not invite Proskauer 
to the State Department. What 
happened, according to them, 
was that Mr. Goldmann was 
seeking an interview with Sec- 
retary Patterson; that he met 
Proskauer in Washington, told 
him of his difficulty in obtain- 
ing one, whereupon Proskauer 
told him to come along with 
him—that he was enroute to 
Patterson’s office with whom 
he had an appointment and that 
he would share his time with 
him. This is the story from a 
source I believe to be authori- 
tative. I am giving it to you so 
that you may check on the de- 
tails. 

“They also felt that in your 
editorial denouncing Mr. Gold- 
mann, you: repeated an unfor- 
tunate rumor that Goldmann 
threatened that the Jewish 
Agency could not promise that 
Attlee or Bevin would not) be 
assassinated, ete. The whole 





story of assassination I believe 
originated with the British— 
that no sane Jew would ever 
think of it.”

The Why Of The Competition In South America 


HE opening guns in the drive to organize 
South America for the American Jewish 
Congress, the American Jewish Committee, 
the Zionist Organization of America, the Na- 
tional Jewish Welfare Board or others have 
already been fired, and for some reason the 
B’nai B'rith seems either to be playing possum 
or not devoting much attention to this fertile 
region for expansion. 

Just why the South American Jewish com- 
munities should suddenly assume so much im- 
portance may be difficult for some to under- 
stand but a Jewish Telegraphic Agency report 
from South America contains the answer. One 
organization, which evidently is already feud- 
ing with the Joint Distribution Committee and 
the Zionist Organization held a convention in 
Buenos Aires last week. 

This organization reported that in the first 
eight months of 1946 it had collected approxi- 
mately $475,000 for relief abroad. This sum 


HEN Rabbi Isaac Mayer Wise came to 
Albany, N. Y., his first pulpit in Amec- 
ica, he was taken aback by the lack of re- 
spect of the Jewish merchants there who, 
although they were all Orthodox, kept their 
stores open on the High Holidays: Rabbi 
Wise, who was a real battler, went to town 
on the store-owners, and thereafter the stores 
remained closed on these sacred days.

The first is an editorial 
by Rabbi Herschel Levin (Reform) declaring 
that the reasons offered by Jewish store own- 
ers are excuses and rationalizations, and the 
second is a request from the Rabbinical Asso- 
ciation of Greater Miami, Fla. 

Rabbi Levin's editorial, which appeared in 
The Jewish Weekly News, of Springfield, Mass., 
tollows: 

There was a time when all Jewish store- 
keepers and professional mén closed their 
businesses and offices on the High Holy Days. 
Giving their help a vacation, they adjourned 
to the synagogue for a day or two of concen- 
tration on the meaning of life, and prayers for 
the improvement of their world.

Editor, The Jewish Post, 
Perhaps some one will call me 
a Communist or a fellow tra- 
veler; I may even be called a 
Stalinist or a worshiper of Lenin. 
God knows what people, prefer- 
ably people like some of our 
rabbis, may call a person. who 
shows great emotional strain 
when it concerns the tragedy and 
misery. of his people wherever 
they are... 

I am referring now to the arti- 
cle, “Red Light,” written by 
Rabbi Benjamin Schultz in The 
Post of Sept. 6, in which he is 
so vehemently, with hatred not 
even befitting a religious leader 
and ethical teacher, attacking 
Soviet Russia. Not that I wish 
to come to the defense of that 
country, but I am rather con- 
cerned with the fate of our scat- 
tered people all.over the world, 


even including those living in 
the Americas. 
Those superficial facts with 


which Rabbi Schultz is trying to 
augment his diatribe, even if 
any were true, are of such little 
significance that one wonders 
why a man like the rabbi shall 
have to look for such small pick- 
ings in order to obtain his ne- 
farious goal of helping those 
hidden elements who seek to de- 
file a people, who not so long 
ago was hailed by one of its 
arch enemies as the savior of 
civilization; a historical fact 
which happened yet ir our life- 
time. 

In his great anxiety to prove 
about the prevailing anti-Semi- 
tism in Russia, the Rabbi tells us 
about an incident that oecurred 
between Ehrenberg and a Red 
Russian writer. It is perhaps 
true that the Russian Jewish 
Ehrenberg, who was born and 
raised in the very heart of Czar- 
ist Russia where a Jew could 
hardly breathe, did fight it out 
in the defense of the honor of his 
people, but it is also painfully 
true that the American Jewish 
Congress had to accomplish the 
gigantic task of taking a cen- 
sus of the Jewish War Veterans, 
here in America, in order to. com- 
bat the vicious contentions of 
the American fascists. It is per- 
haps also true that some Ukrain- 
ians and Belo-Russian hooligans 
betrayed their Jewish neighbors 
im those parts into the hands of 
the Nazi murderefs during the 
war. 


But the rabbi forgot to men- 
tion that those Ukrainian trai- 
tors are part and parcel of cer- 
tain Ukrainian fascist groups 
here in America which are the 


remnants of those  inglorious 
Petlurian bandits who in 1919, in 
the name of democracy, massa- 
cred over three hundred thou- 
sand Jewish men, women and 
children, whom they also labeled 
as communists, and therefore 
were piously approved by the 
American and English democ. 
racies who are even now shelter- 
ing and supporting such arch 
anti-Semites as Anders and his 
henchmen. . 

“One hundred and fifty thon- 
sand Polish Jews who returned 
this year from Russia are grate- 
ful they were saved from Nazi 
crematories,” states Rabbi 
Schultz, “but their lives there 
were a living death.” Why? .. . 
Because they had to work at 
hard labor as so many millions 
of native Russians had to do. Of 
course, the life of those men and 
women, who in the pre-war Po- 
land were peddlers, storékeepers, 
middlemen and “batlunim”. be- 
came a chain of misery when 
they were put to bear the hard.

The) 
were saved at a time when the 
Russian armies were in morta! 
danger of annihilation by a ruth- 
less and murderous enemy! The 
rabbi may not knew that to evac- 
uate hundreds of thousands of 
men, women and children and 
some of their belongings means 
of transportation is of prime im- 
portance, and these means cou’: 
have been easily used by man) 
of those Russian troops who 
were later trapped and eruel!y 
murdered by the Nazis, but those 
thousands of Jews were saved, 
and for this, dear Rabbi, we have 
to be more than grateful. 

Instead of singing “Ma Yofos” 
to our enemies, showing them 
that we are also on their fascist 
band wagon, defiling and curs- 
ing those bad Russians, a peop|: 
who were just yesterday praised 
for their gallantry and great 
bravery, the least we can do, if 
we wish to save our own hide 
(perhaps), is to keep silent and 
try to observe the ethics taug!' 
us by our sages throughout the 
ages: “Thou shalt not spit into 
the well from which you were 
drinking.”

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MRS. OTT SPEAKS PIECE ABOUT 
RABBI MENDELSSOHN AND ATTENDANCE

Re Rabbi Mendelsohn’s article, 
“Public Worship in the Ameri- 
can Synagogue.” 

Had the ‘Official Shomrim’ of 
Judaism been a bit more dili- 
gent in their labors during the 
last century or so, and had they, 
at the same time, been a bit more 
alert.at their various ‘Shmirath’ 
they would have then easily de- 
tected the first seed of determina- 
tion when it settled upon the 
fertile soil of synagogue attend- 
ance and would have torn it out 
by the root ere its stifling vines 
of ignorance had time to spread 
across the synagogue entrance, 
shutting it tight, so to speak. 
But they were neither diligent or 
alert, and so Judaism, without 
which Jews are not Jews at all, 
was permitted to disintegrate 
into as many bits and fragments 
as have the first Tablets which 
Moses cast down from the mount 
unto the rocks below. However, 
Moses was Moses and the total 
population of Jews at that time 
were gathered about him, in the 
palm of his hand as it were, and 
so he was able to rectify his own 
destruction. But what are the 
modern Shomrim, who since the 
emancipation from the ‘hated’ 
ghetto have been more consist- 
ently dazzled by the pot of len- 
tils than by the birthright, go 
ing to do about rebuilding Jewish 
life, and how? 

Realists, who discount every- 
thing unless of such concrete 
substance as will bear weighing 
and measuring, will no doubt ac- 
euse me of being a visionary. 

And perhaps I am. Moses was a 
visionary and what he envisioned 
has become the theoretical stand- 
ard of moral conscience wherever 
men claim for themselves hu- 
man civilization. If he can bear 
the stigma, who am I to fear 
being stigmatized? 

And so I maintain this, that 
Jewishness, Jewry and Judaism 
is a mosaic so intergrated that 
the least mutilation of any frac- 
tion thereof, not only distorts but 
nullifies the whole. It seems to 
me then, that the answer to 
Rabbi Mendelsohn’s dilemma lies 
buried right in the core of his 
own lament. When a _ rabbi, 
sworn to maintain the traditions 
of his faith, can so much as sug- 
gest that a handsome contribu- 
tion to the synagogue offertory 
will somehow win absolution for 
the sabbath violator, and when 
he can so much as suggest that 
for an example we turn to ‘our 
Christian’ neighbors who have 
not only discarded the Sabbath 
honored by their lord, but have 
reduced their assumed day of 
rest to the lowest common de- 
nominator of negativism, our 
Christian neighbors who have 
plagued us so unmercifully and 
who even at this day make our 
existence a hellish inferno, then 
I cannot help but to point out 
‘az do ligt der hundt bagroben’. 

For, and this bears strictly 
upon the traditions Rabbi Men- 
delsohn is supposed to wphold, 
if money may be carried, why 


not utilized? And if utilized, 
why not earned? And if earned, 
why not a long chain of acts 
which in the end bereaves the 
Sabbath of all its meaning, all 
its glory and all its grandeur. So 
much for one very good reason 
why Jews have become disinter- 
ested and why the dearth in syn- 
agogue attendance. 

Another one is the lack of uni- 
formity in Synagogue services. 
Once, when Jews were Jews, and 
they remembered why they were 
Jews, going to the synagogue 
was part of their life’s routine, 
as natural as eating or sleeping. 
Then, Rabbis did not have to cite 
Christian examples to attract 
Jews to worship. And the syn- 
agogue services were everywhere 
alike, a Sabbath service was a 
Sabbath service everywhere. A 
Yom Tov service was a Yom Tov 
service, etc. In the very accept- 
ance of the faith rested the 
beauty and the meaning of 
prayer. Among modern Jewish 
communities, however, it is only 
in the Orthodox Synagogue that 
one can still be certain of a uni- 
form service. But among the 
Neo-Judaic tribes of Conserva- 
tism, one is never sure of what 
he will run into, and he never 
knows whether he ought to take 
with him a prayer book or the 
latest novel, whether he will hear 
the Rabbi expound a discourse 
on Jewish life and Jewish inter- 
ests, or he will have a ‘good 
neighbor Christian’ tell them 
what their missionaries accomp- 
lished by their last efforts. 

What our Jewish life needs to- 
day is a little less science and a 
little more faith, the faith in 
fact, that enabled our forefath- 
ers to sustain, at such incalcu- 
able cost, our ancient blood and 
flame enriched inheritance which 
we so wantonly seek to squander 
on the empty promises of shift- 
ing sands. Discipline is sorely 
lacking, alas, not only among 
the people who have taken to in- 
terpret the meaning of Jewish- 
ness in consonance with each 
one’s individual convenience, but 
among the Shomrim themselves 
not too few of whom, would 
gladly forego the Haggadah for 
the Knaidlach. 


What I would suggest to Rabbi 
Mendelsohn, and others as_ be- 
leaguered as he, is that they dust 
off the ancient ramparts their 
fathers stood by and to polish up 
the Crown in their keeping. Let 
them restore the symbols of the 
dignity that is inherent in their 
faith . . . Jewish style ... 80 
that Jews can readily differenti- 
ate a house of worship from a 
cabaret. And when Jews begin 
to compare what they have gain- 
ed to what they have lost since 
their emergence from the ghetto 
compulsions, they will come to 
realize that their destiny rests 
not upon the emancipation of the 
so-called ghetto, but from the 
galut.
